Icc  crean  production  in  the  United  States  in  February,'  estimated  at  50^035^000 
gallons,  i.'as  the  highest  on  record  for  the  month,  the  Crop'  Reporting  Board  reports. 
Output  "./as  6 percent  more  than  in  February  1903;  and  was  11  percent  largei-  tnan  the 
1958-02 .average  for  the  month.  The  seasonal  increase  from  January  to  February  of  4 
percent,  on  a months'  total  basis,  exceeded  both  the  1-percent  gain  at  this  time  a 
year  earlier  and  the  2-percent  average  rise  during  the  1958-62  period.  Due  to  the 
extra  day  this  February,  the  daily  average  gain  from  January  on  a daily  average 
basis,  11  percent,  only  equaled  the  increase  shown  last  year  at  this  time.  Temper- 
atures during  February  averaged  below  normal  in  a large  portion  of  the  country,  but 
were , noiT.ial  or  above  in  a northern  border  area  stretching  from  Montans  to  Michigan 
and  to  eastern  Kansas;  also  in  sections  of  the  North  Pacific  Coast  states  and 
northeastern  Hew  England. 


Compared  ’./ith  February  1963;  production  was  more  in  all.  regippp  except  the 
South  Atlantic,  where  it  was  4 percent  less,  and  the  Mount.ain, . where  it  was  2 per- 
cent .smaJ-lor.  Output  was  5 percent  larger  in  the  North  /.tlapfic.  Region,  i:here  it 
was  up)  5.  percent  in  New  York  and  2 percent  in  Pennsylvania.,,  production  i;as  10  per- 
cent more  in  the  East  North  Central  States  and  l4  percent'  larger  in  the'  Uest  North 
Central.  Other 'increases  were  12  percent  in  the  South  Central  States  and  7 percent 
in  the  Pacific.  California's  production  was  8 percent  lai’ger.  Increased  production 
was  sho’ai  in  all  states  outside  the  South  Atlantic  Region  except-  't-Jisconsin,  Kansas, 
Alabama,  and  Colorado.  In  the  South  Atlantic  Region,  only- Virginia-,  District  of 
Columbia,  and  lesser-producing  states  showed  increases  from- a- year  ago. 

Compared  v/ith  the  5 -year,  1958-o2,  average  for  February,  increases  in  all 
regions  varied  from  3 percent  in  the  South  Atlantic '-to  I7  percent- in  the  V/est  North 
Central.  Production  was  11  percent  more  in  the  North  ^Vclcntic  States-  and  I3  percent 
larger  in  'Lhc  East  North  Central.  Increases  in  the.otiior  regions  were  0 percent  in 
the  South  Central,  12  pei'cent  in  the  Mountain,  and  I5  percent  in  the  Pacific, 
Production  Up  12  percent  in  Ne\;  York,  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  and  I6  percent 
in  California.  All  states  had  increases  from  the  avera.ge  except  KausaG,  Nest 
Virginia,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  and  Louisiana.

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"MELLORINE-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTG  PRODUCTION 


3-20-64 


Production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other 
than  nilkfat  totaled  3^190,000  gallons  in  I'ehruary.  Hiis  vas  2 percent  more  than  in 
February  I963,  and  12  percent  larger  than  the  1958-62  average  for  the  month.  The 
January-February  total  this  year  was  4 percent  more  than  that  of  the  corresponding 
months  last  year,  and  21  percent  greater  than  the  I958-62  average. 

Production  decreased  5 percent  from  January  to  February  this  year  on  a monthly- 
total  basis, compared  with  3 percent  at  this  time  last  year.  The  5-year  average 
change  between  these  months,  however,  was  a 10-perccnt  increase.  Output  decreased 
seasonally  only  in  Alabama,  and  California,  while  it  increased  in  Illinois,  South 
Carolina,  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  /vrizona.  Unchanged  production  was  shown  in  all 
other  important -producing  states. 

Compared  with  February  1963^  production  was  larger  in  Illinois,  Missouri,  South 
Carolina,  and  Texas.  Output  w’-as  unchanged  in  Louisiana.  Decreases  occurred  in  all 
the  remaining  important -producing  states. 

On  a daily-average  basis,  production  gained  2 percent  seasonally  compared  with 
8 percent  at  this  time  last  year.

WATER  ICE  PRODUCTION 


Production  of  water  ices  in  February  was  estiinated  at  1,115,000  gallons. 

This  MO.S  10  percent  more  than  in  February  last  year,  and  I7  percent  higher  than  the 
1958-62  average  for  the  month.  Output  jumped  39  percent  from  January,  compared  with 
21  percent  at  this  time  a year  earlier,  and  an  average  of  3I  percent  in  the  1958-62 
period.  Increases  occurred  in  all  regions  of  the  country. 


Compared  with  February  I963,  production  was  larger  in  all  regions  except  the 
North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  less.

February  production  of  ice  laillc  vas  estimated  at  10, 520;,  000  gallons,  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Production  was  9 percent  more  than  in  February.  I963 
and  50  percent  higher  than  the  I958-62  average  for  the  month.  The  January -February 
total  production  was  12  percent  larger  than  the  total  a year  earlier  and  55  percent 
greater  than  the  average . 

Ice  millKi  production  increased  3 percent  from  January,  compared  with  8 percent 
last  year  and  9 percent  for  the  average  of  the  I958-62  period.  Output  increased  in 
all  regions  except  the  East  North  Central,  where  it  held  steady,  and  the  V/est,  where 
it  declined. 

Compared  with  February  I963,  output  decreased  in  the  VJest,  but  increased  in 
all  other  regions .

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 


Sherbet  production  in  February,  estimated  at  2,260,000  gallons,  was  6 percent 
more  than  in  Februais  19^3  s-nd  I6  percent  larger  than  the  1958-62  average  for  the 
month.  Compared  with  January,  output  held  steady,  as  it  did  also  at  this  time  last 
year.  She  average  change  between  January  and  February  in  the  1958-62  period  was  a 
4-perccnt  increase.  On  a daily-average  basis,  production  gained  7 percent  season- 
ally this  February,  compared-  with  10  percent  a year  earlier.  Production  increased 
from  January  in  the  South  Central  and  the  pacific  Regions,  while  it  was  unchanged 
in  the  South  Atlantic  and  Mountain  States.  Output  declined  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  February  I963,  production  was  larger  in  a31L  regions  except  the 
South  f.tlantic,  where  it  was  smaller.
